These views, however, did not 
colour in the least degree his 
scrupulously balanced observa- 
tions to the jury.

Some people say that Laski 
eught-to have blamed himself, 
that he made an exceptionally 
bad witness. There ls no doubt 
that he frequently appeared to 
split—academic hairs and to 
dodge questions. 

But that eppearance may 
have been due less to the de=- 
fects of Laski than to the gifts 
of Hastings. The latter was @ 
superlatlve cross-examiner, and 
1 believe that, confronted with 
abnost any other contemporary:

UCH a fot has been 
written and spoken 
about the best way to make 
coffec. But the method 


alone is not cnough., Im- 
portant points to considor 
ora the beans or blend of 
them, the degree to which 
they are roasted and tho 
stage to which they ore 
ground—fine, medium or 
coarse. 


Then there is tho amount of 
dry coffee to be used. Tco much 
and-the coffee wil be bitter; 
too litle and it will be flayour- 
less, Most coffee merchants scl) 
a special measure and 
consider that 4 measures of dry 
coffee to 1 pint of water ara 
the correct prcportions. 


IMPROVED 


Beers. teday, are not as 
numerous as they «were 
before the war. My favourites 
used to be Mecha, Mysore, 
Costa Rica and Vera Paz. Old 
Government Java is not only a 
delicious ceffee on its own, but 
is also used to Improve blends, 

In the United Stntes un-

My answer to that ts simply 
this, that soclety should be too 
proud to take Ufe. As I have 
stated before the. murderer 
must be detained in prison and 
dented his freedom until death 
releases him. 

Also there is this fact to keep 
in mind, that once the gallows 
have done thelr work {t is im- 
possible to review the crime’ if 
fresh unexpected evidence {a 
revealed. There is no reprieve 
from the verdict of the rope. 

At this point I beg your 
patience to recall how I became 
convinced that the gallows wcrc 
an out-dated relic of medicval 
barbarism? Therefore I call _the 
host of Edith Thompson of East 

ndon, who was executed along 
with her young lover “Bywaters" 
on the charge of murdering her 
husband, : 

I was editor of Lord Beaver- 
brook’s “Sunday Express” at the 


thne when a romantle young 
ship’s steward named Bywaters 
drew a knife in the open street 
of East End Londen and mur- 
dered the innocent husband of 
Mrs. Thompson. Actually the 
Thompsons were returning from 
the theatre when Bywaters, in 
uncontrollable jealousy, drew a 
knife and killed the husband of 
his mtstress. 

By midnight the pollee had 
arrested not only Bywaters but 
alse Edith ‘Thompson, As for the 
dull decent husband his body 
was taken to the morgue. 

When the double trial _touk 
place ut the Old Bailey, Edith 
Thompson was revealed as a 
frustrated sentimentalist who 
luoked after her husband but 
longed for romance. Somchow 


-she formed a friendship with the’ 


decent young Bywaters who was 
a ship's steward. When Bywaters 
went to sea Mrs, Thompson 
wrote to him innumerable Ictters 
in which she poured out her 
love for the young steward. 
Again, and again her letters told 
how she was feeding her hus- 
band with ground glass so as to 
bring about his death. 


Actually there was not a word 
of truth in it but the woman, 
many years older than her lover, 
was trying to bind him to her. 

Then one night when the 
Thompsons were returning from 
the theatre Bywaters vunfront- 
ed them. There were words and 
suddenly Bywaters drew ao knife 
which was part of his sailor's 
costume and drove it into 
Thompson's heart. Edith Thomp- 
son shrieked and ran away. By-

Eventually they were tried to- 
gether at the Old Bailey on the 
eapltal charge of murder. I went 
to the trial and one could feel 
that the sympathy of the Jury 
was for the young man, but 
there was no sympathy for the 
falthless wife looking even older 
than her years. There could be 
only one sentence. Both of them 
would be executed. The day 
would be Monday. 

As the editor of the “Sunday 
Express” I was getting out the 
paper when a message came that 
Bywaters’ sister wanted to sec 
me urgently. So into my office 
eame a sweet, modest girl of 
about 19 years of age. It was 
hard to. know what she wanted 
beenuse she was sobbing pltiful-

By showing her my sympathy 
she, gradually managed to tell 
me that she had just Ieft her 
brother in the condemned cell. 
He had asked her to say that 
Bywaters, who always .carried a 
knife as a ship's steward, was so 
jealous when he saw the Thomp- 
sons together that he drew the 
knife: the next thing he knew 
was that Thompsen was dead. 
Bywaters told her in prison that 
Edith Thompson screamed when 
her lover drew the knife.

ERCURY is a sun-scorched midget plant. It is the hottest; coldest,

The planet revolves once on 
its axis every 88 earth days and 


completes a revolution around

This motion keeps one side 
of Mercury baked in perpet- 
ual heat that reaches temper- 
atures as high as 750 degrees 
— enough to melt tin and lead. 
The other side is froren in cold 
that approaches absolute zero, 
459 degrees below zero, the Na- 
tional Geographic Society says. 
‘MMereury, named for the wing- 
footed messenger of the gods, 
speeds through the solar system 
at 36 miles a second when 
closest to the sun. . 
Mercury’s average distance 
from the sun is 36 million. miles, 


compared to the earth's 93 mil- 
lion miles. Mercury swings as 
close to the sun as 28 million 
miles and as far away as 43 mil- 
ion miles. 

The planet is about 3,003 
miles in’ diemeter, slightly larger 
than the moon. It could just 
about fit im the North Atlantic 
Ocean without touching lend.
